MANKIND'S NEWEST AMBITION. 
is a mania now for annihilating spare and 
time. 
Men ahd women no longer are 
to jog along in a buggy behind a horse 
that is not in a hurry to get anywhere except 
to its feeding trough, they no longer are willing 
to put up with the rather lively speed of stréet 
cars.

Even a 
fifty mile an hour train does not give quite the

This is a fast age. 
Innumerable automobiles, 
most of them going faster than is safe for oc­ 
cupants or pedestrians, tend to prove it. People 
go in motor cars bocause they can go faster in 
them. They soon may TTnd even ihe fastest mo­ 
tor cars lacking in the element of speed and 
may t ry the airplane as a new mode of swift travel. 
That is, the most daring and the most restless may 
do so.

But at the rate people are seeking speedy ways 
of traveling, 812 miles an hour will not appear es­ 
pecially swift 25 years from now. Speed prophets 
already are saying that airplanes in this century 
will travel from New York to San Francisco in an 
hour—about 50 miles a minute. Such planes ne 
eessarily would have to be provided with applian 
ccs to prevent them catching fire from friction of 
such terrific speed through the air. 
Hansch says his flying speed isn’t of first im 
portance. He claims his new airplane, of the Heli 
copter type, can stand still in the air and rise and 
descend vertically. Hard to believe, isn’t it ? But 
then, few things are impossible now. The garage 
of the future will have its doorsrin the roof. 
Hansch, being committed to faster and more 
Wonderful airplanes, may give the world soon 
individual planes, little fellows that we can use 
like we once used bicycies on the ground, leap on 
them and run quickly to the point we wish to 
reach. Then people would be able to reserve the 
solid ground for sleeping ánd working and do 
all of their traveling and play in the air. Or Jie 
may give us great trains of airplane3, wonderful 
air coaches in which we can travel in the com­ 
fort and elegance a great ocean liner now pro­ 
vides. Then a trip by air would be a luxury. But 
before any of these things are provided, he should 
fix it so that when an airplane comes to grief in 
the air, it really will stand still until the occupants 
can get down to earth with specially provided par­ 
achutes or by some other means, probably more 
safe.—Anniston Star.

BUÍLDING DISASTERS. 
To the Knickerbocker disaster, must now be 
added the hotel fire disaster at Richmond, Va. 
Nine of its guests perished in the flames-when 
the Lexington hotel in the Virginia capital, was 
burned a few days ago. Such hotel disasters are 
few, as the traveling public has begun to demand 
adequate fire escapes, and besides most modem’ 
hotels are las nearly fire proof as possivle. Where 
the danger lies is in institutions where the inmates 
are confined without their consent, such as schools, 
asylums, hospitals and prisons. 
There are laws 
aplenty, requiring adequate* protection from fire, 
in the equipment and erection of all public build­ 
ings. Where new' public institutions are erected, 
such legal provisions are doubtless carried out, 
but reports show that in many instances old pub­ 
lic buildings hteve not been provided with suffi­ 
cient equipment against the great dangers from 
fire. 
Responsibility for tne safety of the in­ 
mates, especially of hospitals, asylums and jails, 
lies with the public, and any neglect on the part 
of society for its wards is nothing short of crim­ 
inal. Public officials, and citizens generally should 
interest themselves in seeing that all public build­ 
ings arc properly provided with sufficient fire 
escapes, or else make them fire proof. No excuse 
can be found for the non-enforcement of mir laws, 
*as to the safety of public buildings and the gen­ 
eral public should tolerate no negligence in this
